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DETECTIVE PAID 


TO GET EVIDENCE 
AGAINST SIMON 


Defense Begins Case and Brings 
Out Hotly Contested Point, 
After Much Wrangling and 
Crossfire of Questions. 


SERVICES REMUNERATED 
FROM CONTINGENT FUND 


Witness McConkey Tells At- 
torney Rowe It Is None of 
His Business How Bill Was 
Paid, but Later Answers. 


When the trial of Health Commis- 
sioner Simon before Mayor Wells, on 
charges of neglect of duty, was re- 
sumed Monday morning, the city hav- 
ing closed its case last Thursday, At- 
torney Thomas J. Rowe, for the de- 
fense, moved that the entire proceed- 
ings be dismissed, for the reason that 
all the material witnesses against Dr. 
Simon are city employes, ‘‘and there- 
fore subservient to the Mayor,” and 
because they had failed to substantiate 
the charges against the Health Com- 
missioner. 

This motion was overruled by the 
Mayor. | 

Mr. Rowe then moved that the entire 
testimony of Dr. Snodgrass, city bac- 
terlologist,: be stricken from the records, 
since there was no specific charge that 
Dr. Simon had neglected that depart- 
ment. 

The Mayor overruled this motion on 
the ground that there was a general 
charge that Dr. Simon had neglected all 
departments. 

Mr. Rowe's third motion was to dis- 
miss the charge that Dr. Simon had 
exceeded his authority in discharging 
Miss Elizabeth Rowan, for li years chief 
clerk at the City Hospital. 

This point was conceded by City Coun- 
selor Bates, and the motion was granted 
by Mayor Wells. 

By agreement between the lawyers it 
was arranged that Dr. Simon will not 
be required to produce witnesses to 


the Board of Health between spril 1, 
1904, and April 15, 1905, and that he 
only following a custom of elght years’ 
atanding when he placed the names of 
employes on the payroll before their 
appointments were confirmed. The city 
eoncedes these potnts. 


48 Witnesses Called. 


Forty-eight witnesses have been sub- 
penaed by Dr. Simon, 

The first witness called was James (. 
McOonkey, private secretary to Mayor 
Wells, who filed the charges on which 
Simon is now being tried. 

‘When did you commence investigat- 
ing Dr. Simon's office?’ asked Attor- 
ney Rowe.

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ARTON, OF PANAMA 
SANDAL, 1S DEAD 


Frenchman Who Was Inmpris- 
oned and Pardoned May 
Have Killed Himself. 


PARIS, July 17.—Emile Arton, one of 
the principal figures in the old Panama 
Canal scandal, was found dead in his 
apartments this morning under circum- 
Stances indicating suicide. 


Arton was sentenced in 1896 to eight 
years’ imprisonment for conspiracy with 
Baron de Reindéh and Dr. Cornelius 
Herz in the frauds of the Panama Canal! 


Co. Arton was the intermediary between 
Baron de Relnach and the incriminated 
french deputies, that is. between the 
briber and the bribed. Arton wrote the 
checks and had the checkbook on whose 
7 yee ne a ee guilt of about 
oliticlans e alone th 
secrets of the bribery. ee : 
When the crash came in 1892 Arton 
m roy ee By and with him went about 
5740,000 of the funds of the French Dyna- 
mite Society, with which Arton was as 
sociated. In his absence he was sen- 
tenced on the charge of trying to bribe 
veouty to five years’ imprisonment 
and to 2) years’ imprisonment for his 
connection with the French Dynamite 
society. Arton was finally captured in 
london and taken to France. but was 
nardoned in 1899. 
De Reinach committed suicide and Dr. 
Herz, after seeking refuge in England, 
lied there in 1888.

Story of Mrs. Carder, Who Held 
the Revolver, of Accidental 
Shooting Is Substantiated by 
Most Witnesses. 


MISS BARNES DIES IN 
EFFORT TO SAVE LOVER 


Woman Who Caused Death 
Raves in Hospital as Result 
of a Tragedy Brought About 
by Quarrel Over Rent. 


One girl and five men are sweltering 
in cells at Dayton Street Police Station, 
held as witneses to the tragedy of 
Bunday afternoon, in which Mrs. Mary 
Carder admits holding the revolver that 
killed Bessie Barnes at 2702 Lucas av- 
enue, but says that it was accidentally 
discharged, which story is substantiated 
by most of the witnesses. 

The girl is Lillie Baumer, employed 
by the Carders.as a nufse. The men 
are Jesse -Carder, ‘husband of the 
woman; Morris Roth, sweetheart of the 
dead girl; Earl Barnes, her brother: 
George Orchard, her brother-in-law, 
and Frank Leahy. \Aj! of these saw the 
shooting. 

‘These are part of a large number ar- 
rested immediately following the trag- 
edy. The police patrol wagon carried 
about every person found in the three 
houses of Mrs. Barnes to the Dayton 
street court, but most of them were 
subsequently released. 

Explaining his action in arresting so 
many, Sergt. Lancaster said: 


Ordered All Arrested. 


“I directed the arrest of everyone 
found in the house for the reason bthat 
} all were so excited that it could not be 
told who were witnesses and who were 
not. I took them all in cugtody to be 
examined when they were able to tell 
a straight story. We often do this." 

The coroner's inquest will probably 
be held: Tuesday morning.

Killed Only One She Liked. 


Mrs. Carder says that Bessie was the 
only one in the house whom ‘she really 
liked, that she had felt toward the girl 
as a mother toward a daughter. 

Trouble first began, Mrs. Carder said, 
last week when a dog owned by Mrs. 
Barnes came into thelr apartments and 
killed a guinea pig belonging to the 
children. She locked the dog in her 
kitchen then, she said, until it was 
taken away by one of the Barnes fam- 
ily. 

Saturday, she said, Mrs. Barnes had 
threatened to slap her because of re- 
marks she was alleged to have made 
to a neighbor conoerning Mrs. Barnes. 
That same afternoon, she said, she sent 
Lillie Bauman, employed as a nurse, 
across the street to a grocery. 

When the girl returned, she said, she 
was prevented from entering the house 
by boarders of Mrs. Barnes, who sat 
on the steps and blocked the way. 


Intended to Move. 

The husband is Jesse Carder, secre- 
tary of the Teamsters’ Union, No. 766. 
He had intended to move from the 
house, which was rented of Mrs. 
Barnes, his wife said, within two 
weeks. They had delayed only because 
he would not be able to pay the rent 
until then. However, after the incident 
of Saturday, she said, her husband no- 
tified Mrs. Barnes and prepared to move 
at once. 

Later jn the afternoon, she said, Miss 
Ola Orchard, Mrs. Barnes, Bessie 
Barnes, Morris Roth of 331 Lawton 
avenue, and others were on the porch 
together and there was discussion of 
the Carder family’s intention to move 
on the following day and their right to 
remove the furniture. 


Quarrel Over Desk. 

Morris Roth declared then that Carder 
should not be allowed to take a certain 
desk from the house. This is the desk, 
which Carder says, contains the records 
of his union. 

“I'd kill him before [I'd let him take 
that away,’ Mrs. Carder says Roth de- 
clared.

Judge McElhinney of the St. Louis County Circuit Court ordered the dis- 
solution Monday of the receivership of E. G. Lewis’ People’s United States 
Bank and directed the receiver, former Judge Selden P. Spencer, to make at 
once a report to the court of the assets’ of the bank in his possession and of 
his acts since appointment. 

Notice of the court’s decision was taken at once to Judge Spencer by 
Sheriff Herpel. 

Judge Spencer immediately notified Lewis of the court's action, surren- 
dered the bank to him and left the banking room. He remained about tae. 
Woman’s Magazine Building, however, attending to other business. 

By his decision Judge McElhinney sustained the motion of the attorneys 
for Lewis, filed and argued last week. He revoked the order he issued a week 
ago, under which Judge Spencer was appointed receiver. 

In announcing his decision from the bench at the opening of court, he 
stated merely that he was without jurisdiction. 


COST TO STATE UNDETERMINED. 
Receiver Spencer refused to discuss in any way the court’s action, or to 


say whether he was surprised. He was asked what the cost of the receivership, 
which the State will have to pay, would be, and said he did not know. One 
item in this cost is $5000 for the $1,000,000 surety which Judge Spencer gave 
as surety. 

Judge Spencer said he would immediately make an accounting to the 
court.

“The petition does not state a case for this remedy upon: common-law 
grounds. In it the statutory authority of the Secretary of State over the bank 
is referred to, and the general purport and object is to state a cause of action 
under section 1305 of this statute. | 

“It is statea and admitted in the argument that the purpose is to ask 
the relief on the grounds specified in the first part of section 1305 and the au- 
thority there given. It also appears from the allegations in the petition, charg- 
ing certain alleged mismanagement of the affairs of tae bank, that the Secre- 
tary of State has officially required certain changes to be made in such man- 
agement; that his requirements have not been complied with; and that he 
has discovered that the bank is still conducting its business in an unsafe and 
unauthorized manner, and it is inexpedient for it to continue to transact buai- 
1ess; and has so reported officially to the Attorney-General. 


SUMMARY ACTION UNAUTHORIZED. 

“To remedy these matters, the Secretary of State is authorized to make 
such report to the Attorney-General, who shall thereupon institute such pro- 
ceedings as the nature of the case may require. This part of the section speci- 
fies, to some extent, tae nature of the relief which may be granted; but does 
not authorize the summary appointment of a receiver without notice to the 
bank or an opportunity for a hearing.

The Secretary must thereupon close the bank and take charge of its property and 
make a thorough examination of its affairs; and upon such thorough examina- 
tion if he shall be satisfied that the bank cannot resume business or l.quidate tts 
indebtedness thereupon he shall report the fact of insolvency to the Attorney- 
General, who shall apply to the court for appointment of a receiver. In such 
case, it is made the duty of the court summarily to appoint said receiver, and 
to subsequently hear the complaint or opposition of the bank or its officers in 
open court. There are no averments of these matters, and no evidence that 
they exist. 

“The application was presented as one coming under this mandatory re- 
quirement of the second part of the section. But upon morecarefulconsidera- 
tion of the statute and the petition, after argument of counsel, the Court is 
satisfied that such is not the case, and that the appointment summarily made, 
without notice, was without authority or jurisdiction. ee

Co. Arton was the intermediary between 
Baron de Reinach and the incriminated 
french deputies, that is. between the 
briber and the bribed. Arton wrote the 
checks and had the checkbook on whose 
stubs was recorded the guilt of about 
140 politicians. He alone possessed the 
secrets of the bribery. 

When the crash came in 1892 Arton 
disa appeared, and with him went about 
$740,000 of the funds of the French Dyna- 
mite Society, with which Arton was as

Saturday, she said, Mrs. Barnes had 
threatened to siap her because of re- 
marks she was alleged to have made 
to a neighbor concerning Mrs. Barnes.

Judge McElhinney of the St. Louis County Circuit Court ordered the dis- 
solution Monday of the receivership of E. G. Lewis’ People’s United States 
Bank and directed the receiver, former Judge Selden P. Spencer, to make at 
once a report to the court of the assets of the bank in his possession and of 
his acts since appointment. 

Notice of the court’s decision was taken at once to Judge Spencer by 
Sheriff Herpel. . 

Judge Spencer immediately notified Lewis of the court’s action, surren- 
dered the bank to him and left the banking room. He remained about tae. 
Woman’s Magazine Building, however, attending to other business. 

By his decision Judge McElhinney sustained the motion of the attorneys 
for Lewis, filed and argued last week. He revoked the order he issued a week 
ago, under which Judge Spencer was appointed receiver. 

in announcing his decision from the bench at the opening of court, he 
stated merely that he was without jurisdiction. 


COST TO STATE UNDETERMINED. 
Receiver Spencer refused to discuss in any way the court’s action, or to

“It is statea and admitted in the argument that the purpose is to ask 
the relief on the grounds specified in the first part of section 1305 and the au- 
thority there given. It also appears from the allegations in the petition, charg- 
ing certain alleged mismanagement of the affairs of tae bank, that the Secre- 
tary of State has officially required certain changes to be made in such man- 
agement; that his requirements have not been complied with; and that he 
has discovered that the bank is still conducting its business in an unsafe and 
inauthorized manner, and it is inexpedient for it to continue to transact buai- 
1ess; and has so reported officially to the Attorney-General.

“But this part of the section requires something more as a condition for 
such appointment. There must be an examination of the bank by the Secretary 
or an examiner, and a report or recommendation that the bank should be closed. 
The Secretary must thereupon close the bank and take charge of its property and 
make a thorough examination of its affairs; and upon such thorough examina- 
tion if he shall be satisfied that the bank cannot resume business or l:quidate ite 
indebtedness thereupon he shall report the fact of insolvency to the Attorney- 
General, who shall apply to the court for appointment of a receiver. In stich 
case, it is made the duty of the court summarily to appoint said receiver, and 
to subsequently hear the complaint or opposition of the bank or its officers in 
open court. There are no averments of these matters, and no evidence thas 
they exist. 


“The application was presented as one coming under this mandatory re- 
quirement of the second part of the section. But upon morecarefulconsidera- 
tion of the statute and the petition, after argument of counsel, the Court ie 
satisfied that such is not the case, and that the appointment summarily made, 
without notice, was without authority or jurisdiction. —

After worshiping for 17 years in a 
hall at 93 North Ninth street, the con- 
gregation of Sharis Sphard moved Sun- 
day into its new home, the big brick 
church at Fifteenth and Wash streets, 
occupied for a long while by Salem 
Methodist congregation, from. which 
it was bought recently by Sharis Spnard 
for $45,000. 

The ceremony of moving into and ded- 
icating the new church was the great- 
est event that has occurred in the 8t. 
Louis ghetto in many years. It was a 
ceremony which began at noon und 
continued until 6 o'clock; it was partici- 
pated in by 10,000 people of the Ghetto 
alone, although the greater part of that 
number were distant spectators only. 
In the list of those who participated in 
the ceremonies were Drs. Messing, 
Spitz and Rosentreter, Judges Sale, 
Bishop, Kinsey, Douglas and Fisher of 


the Circuit Court, and Judge Moore 
of the Co of Criminal Correction. 
The music for the parade from the old 


ch'to the new was furnished by a 
(rass band; that for the ceremonies 
within the church was furnished by B. 
Lieberman and a choir of boys who 
came from Chicago for the occasion. 
The decorations were profuse, Amert- 
can flags and bunting being liberally 
draped about the interior of the church 
and about the carriages, horses and 
riders in the parade. 

The noonday sun was blisteringly hot 
when the first of the people of the 
ghetto started toward the new church. 
They \wanted to get there early. The 
women\came without hats, and arrayed 
as for a feast; most of them brought 
babies in their arms, and behind them 
trailed groups of little ones. The men 
were in their best apparel, many of 
them sweltering uncomfortably in hot, 
black clothes. They came from all parts 
of the quarter and stood patiently on 
the sidewalks or in the streets sur- 
rounding the church or sat upon steps 
and copings or In Carr Park, facing the 
ehurch. 


At this time the beginning of the 
ceremonies at the church was three 
hours in the future. The preliminary 


exorcises were just beginning in the big 
assembly room of the Jewish Educa- 
tional Bullding at Ninth and Carr 
Streets. There I. Dubinsky, president 
of the congregation, and Dr. M. I. De 
Vorkin, chairman of the day, were auc- 
tioning off the privileges of carrying the 
scrolls from the old church to the new. 
The rich red-and-gold coverings for 


these scrolls were exhibited to the au- 
dience, which filled every seat and stood,

While the auction progressed the au- 
ditors moved about and chatted with 
each other with a freedom which at 
times made the voice of the auctioneer 
indiscernible. All the men and boys 
wore their hats; a stranger, entering the 
hall and removing his hat from force 
of custom, was requested to keep it on. 
The women were as women always are 
—obedient to their whims as to whether 
without 


they would wear hats or g0 
them. 
When the auction of the parade 


privileges had been finished, the crowd 
in the assembly room swarmed down 
the broad stairs and joined the other 
crowd which had been waiting patient- 
ly in the street for the parade to be- 
gin. The officers and leading mem- 
bers of the congregation walked solemn- 
ly through the crowd to the old church 
hall. where the invypressive ceremony 
of removing the church scfolls was per- 
formed. All whom the hall would 
hold crowded in to witness this event, 
and the crowd which could not enter 
waited patiently for the scrolls to be 
brought out, watching the efforts of M. 


Novick, grand marshal, tv form the 
foundation for the parade line.

When the head of the parade turned 
into Fifteenth street there was, first, a 
rush to meet and view it, and then there 
Was a bhackward rush toward the 
church, each individual striving again 
to gain admission. Women with babies 
in their arms struggled elbow-at-elbow 
with old men with immense beards, and 
against both of them thére struggled 
scores upon scores of younger men and 
women and children of all ages. 

The mounted police and a platoon of 
patrolmen held the crowd away from 
the doors while the ceremony of opening 
the doors was performed by Judge 
Moore, assisted by Judges Douglas, 
Ficher, Bishop and Kinsey, after an 
address by Chairman DeVorkin and the 
formal delivery of the keys to Presi- 
dent Dubinsky. 

There was not room in the church for 
all of the congregation and visitors,

“led to remain in the street with the 
thousands of disanrointed ones who 
could not gain admission.

When Taken to the Station

street and Nellie Noonan of 1418 North 


Seventh : street appeared in Dayton 
Street Police Station Monday pre- 
pared to testify in behalf of Harry 
Weisman, 920 North High’ street, 
8t. John Vallance, 1930 Wash street, 


and Mever Katz, 1239 North Sev- 
enth street, charged with resisting pdo- 
lice officers. The case was continued 
to July W. 

The young women had a remarkable 
experience with the police, culminating 
in their appearance as witnesses for the 
three mén, who were arrested on their 
account. 
~The girls—each is 18 years old—were 
arrested at Tenth street and Lucas ave- 
nue at 9:15 p. m. Saturday by Policemen 
Patrick Burke and Jno. Grogan while on 
their way home, according to _ their 
story, from a store, where they had 
been to make a payment on furniture 
bought by Mrs. Meéhan, mother of 
Maggie. 

Despite their protestations that they 
had done nothing to warrant their ar- 
rest, the girls were taken in charge by 


the policemen and started for Carr 
Street Station. On the way they en- 
countered the three men, whom they 


knew. The police claim that Weisman 
immediately attacked Policeman Burke 
and that the other two jumped on Gro: 
gan, the fight drawing a big crowd and 
causing much excitement in the neigh- 
borhood. The girls say, however, that 
Weisman merely remarked when they 
told him that they were being taken 
to the station: 

‘Well, you won't be in there long. 
We ll see to it that you-get out.’’ 


Three Men Arrested. 


At this, the girls say,- one of the po- 
licemen struck Weisman and the fight 
began in that manner. The police re- 
port that during the fight the two girls 
escaped. The girls claim that they did 
not leave the scene until Policeman 
Burke told them to “run along home,” 
and that then the three men had been 
arrested and were on the way to the 


station. 

In the police report of the Saturday 
night disturbance it is stated that the 
two girls had been arrested for disturb- 
ing the peace. Potice Captain Johnson 
of Carr Street station says that there 
was no charge against.the gir.s, thai 
they were arrested in front of a young 
men’s club and that it was the police in- 
tention to notify their parents and then 
release the girls. 

Sunday morning the finn went togeth- 
er to St. Lawrence O'’Toole’s Church. 
On their way home they were seen by 
Policeman Burke, who was passing on 
a street car. He jumped from the car, 
arrested the girls and took them to Carr 
Street Station. No charge was preferred 
against them, but their mothers were 
sent for and the girls delivered to them. 


Kept in “Detention Room.” 
In the meantime they had remained 
locked wp in what is called the ‘“‘deten- 
tion room” at the station. 

Mrs. Meehan and Mrs. Noonan, ad- 
vised from the station that their daugh- 


ters had been arrested and were pris- 
oners there, hurried to the scene, great- 
ly distressed and full of apprehension. 
They had been sorely grieved and 
shamed by the arrest of their daugh- 
ters Saturday night, though the girls 
had not been locked up at that time, 
and now, learning that their daughters 
had again been taken into police cus- 
tody while returning from church, they 
were filled with alarm. They arrived 
at the station breathless. 
The mothers were told at the station 
that the girls were arrested Saturday 
night in front of a young men’s club 
and were admonished to keep off the 
atreet. The policernan who saw them 
again Sunday morning took them into 
custody so that the parents might be 
notified of the doings of the girls. 
And the mothers were ohliged to be 
content with this explanation of the 
shame and humiliation visited upon 
their daughters. 
Mrs. Meehan, mother of one of the 
girls, says ashe does not understand 
why the police persisted in gay 
the girls, as they are good giris an 
have never given any trouble. Maggie 
Meehan is employed by the Courtney 
Bhoe Co. and Nellie Noonan by the Star 
tling Co.

ANTI-CORRUPTION SENTIMENT. 

The disinclinatien on the part of the country jur.es 
to punish the St. Louis boodlers which Circuit At- 
torney Sager says he has discovered and which he 
thinks indicates either public indifference to their 
punishment or public sympathy with their persona! 
hardships, is probably due to mixed causes and 
motives. The struggle to convict the St. Louis 
boodlers has been long and bitter and probably the 
juries think the boodlers have paid a heavy pen- 
alty in loss of character and standing. The crimes 
are old and the character of the men supplying the 
testimony arouses repulsion and doubt in the minds 
of juries, and all of the cases have been handled for 
the defense with a view of exciting personal pity 
for the defendants and their families. More. than 
this, the country people do not fully understand the 
crime or the methods of bribery as practiced in the 
cities. 

Certainly Mr. Sager is right in the belief that 
there has been no abatement of public sentiment 
against official corruption. The evidence points to 
the general awakening of the people to a realization 
of the prevalence and of the enormity of the offense. 

Mr. Sager is right in his resolution not to permit 
obstacles to the obtaining of convictions to discourage 
him, but to redouble the vigor of his prosecutions. 
If public sentiment is wrong, it must be corrected.

THOUSANDS OF LETTERS AWAIT 
LEWIS FRAUD ORDER DECISION 


It is expected that Judge McPherson, 
in the United States Circuit Court, will 
finally decide Tuesday on the applica- 
fion of E. G. Lewis for an injunction 
against enforcement of the fraud order 
which for a week has prevented deliv- 
ery of mail addressed to the People's 
United States Bank or any of its of- 
ficers. 

The local postoffice officials hope there 
will be no delay in the decision, be- 
cause the interrupted mail is assum.ng 
huge proportions. There are letters 2 
feet deep in the cashier's vault where 
they are being kept for safety pending 
the decision on the injunction, and it is 
expected that by Tuesday moring the 
number of the letters will reach 8000. 

Hundreds of these letters are ad- 
dressed to “E. G. Lewis, President 
and are marked 
‘nersonal.’’ There is nothing to show 
they are intended for the bank, but they 
are being held under the general terms 
of the fraud order. 

Hundreds of letters are addresed by 
women, and come from cities and re- 
mote postoffices all over the nation. 
These letters are especially scrutinized; 
for the wife of the promoter is visiting 
out of the city, and the postoffice of- 
ficials are eager to deliver any leiter

REVEAL IDENTITY 


Scotland Yards Detectives 
Write Desmond Career of | 
Man Arrested Here. 


LEFT ENGLAND YEARS AGO 


Capt. Pearson Recognized There 
by Identification Mark Sent 
From St. Louis. 


The first case on record of a Scotland 
Yard identification of an Englishman 
arrested in the United States by means 
of the thumb-and-finger-imprint sys- 
tem so favored by British detectives de- 
veloped in St. Louis Monday. 

The man identified, according to the 
police, is Capt. John Pearson, who rep- 
resented himself to be a former officer 
of the “‘Queen’s Horse Guards,’’ and 
introducing himself to Insurance Agent 
Carr of St. Louis as a nephew of Pres- 
ident Kiune of the London Insurance 
Co., borrowed a small sum of money 
on the strength of that alleged rela- 
thonship. 

Pearson was acquitted of disturbing 
the peace in City Hall Police Court, 
but before he was released the po- 
lice took his Bertillon measurements, 
photographed him and took a print of 
his thumb and fingers according to the 
English system. 

The thumb-and-finger print was eent 
by Chief of Detectives Desmond to 
Scotland Yard, and Monday Chief Des- 
mond received in reply an identifica- 
tion of Pearson, together with a. pho- 
tograph, which he and Bertil- 
lon Superintendent John Shea 
say they recognized as that of 
Pearson, although the man wore a 
beard when the picture was taken and 
Was smooth shaven when in St. Louis. 

The Scotland Yard authorities wriie 
that Capt. John Pearsgn has been iden- 
tifled by his thumb and finger prints as 
John Pearson Walker, also known as 
John Chandlesa Waring and John 
Gregg. 

He left England in 1891 and had not 
been heard from since that time until 
the St. Louls thumb and finger prints 
were received. 

Chief Desmond says that 8t. Louis 
was the first American city to adopt 
this system, this being done Oct. : 
1904, and that his department now has 
the thumb-and-finger-prints of about 700 
men. He is encouraged to believe that 
the system is a good one, but says that 
for his collection to be of value as any- 


thing like a complete record, the list of 
prints must be increased to about 7000,

Peddler’s Body Found in Apart- 
ment House Literally 
Hacked to Pieces. 


MONEY BELT IS SLASHED 


Head Hangs Over Bed, Almost

A man, who has not been identified, 
was found in-a rear room at 1717 South 
Second street at noon Monday, dead, 
and literally stabbed to pieces.
